Murphy Party Only Has a Special 
Appointment at White House to 
‘Enable It to Catch a Train. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March’ 7:—Charles F. 
Murphy, the Tammany, leader, called on 
President Wilson in:the White #louse this 
afternoon. The merest commonplaces 
passed between the President and Mr.” 
Murphy, and the call hardly lasted a 
minute. From ‘the White House Mr. Mur- 
phy went to the Union Station and took a 
train for New York at ’3 o’clock. 

The call was by. special appointment, 
arrangements for’ which were madé over 
the telephone last night by Thomas F. 
Smith, Secretary of Tammany’ Hall, with 
Joseph P.:Tumulty, the secretary to the 
President. Mr.’ Smith saia that Mr. Mur- 
phy and some friends desired to pay their 
réspects to the President, and when this 
request was communicated to Mr. Wilson 
he fixed 2:30 o’clock this afternoon as the 
time when he would see the Murphy party. 

Promptly at 2:30 o’clock Mr. Murphy ap- 
peared at the hite House. With him 
were Mrs. Murpny, Miss Murphy, John H. 
McCooey, leader of the Brooklyn Demo- 
cratic organization; Mrs. McCooey, Nicho- 
las J. Hayes and Philip Donohue, Tam- 
many leaders; Secretary Smith, and Rep- 
resentatives Fitzgerald of Brooklyn and 
Riordan of Manhattan. They were shown 
into. the East Room, where a number of 
other people, including Senator Henry L. 
Myers. of Montans, who had appoint- 
ments. for thé same hour, were waiting 
to see President Wilson. 

Prior to going over to the White House

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 7.—In a

Promised to Spare the President— 
Ex-Gov. Garza Tells How He Dis- 
guised Himself and Escaped. 


Relatives of FranciscoI. Madero, Jra 
lat2 President. of Mexico, arrived / yester- 
day from Vera Cruz on the ‘Ward. steam- 
ship Mexico. The party consisted of Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, Sr., father-of the Presi- 
dent; Ernesto, his uncle, with his wite 
and family, and Rafael Hernandez, 
brother-in-law and cousin of the late 
President, who was ‘his Secretary of the 
Interior. The. wife of Francisco lL. 
Madero, §r., and the widow of the Presl- 
dent remained. in Havana for another 
week, it was said, and will come on then 
to New York, Frederico Gonzalez Garza, 
who was Governor of the Federal. dis- 
trict, accompanied -the -Maderos. 

All the members. of the party, with 
others on board, including Mr, and Mrs. 
P. L. Griffiths, Mr. and Mrs¢>Mantell, 
Mrs. Richard M. Meredith, and John Keh- 
neth Turner, ‘author of ‘‘ Barbarous 
Mexico,’’ all fled from Mexico City after 
Madero and Jose Pino Suarez were shot 
to Vera Cruz, where they embarked for 
Havana.

“*One of the conditions that the Presi- 
dent stipulated before he agreed to re- 
sign,”’ said the ex-Governor, ‘was that 
those under arrest with him should be 
liberat«d, and Gen. Huerta let me go 
free, simply to deceive Madero. I was 
told privately that the order for my arrest 
had been signed and would be executed 
that. night, which meant my end, I kriew. 
|So I got an old suit of clothes from a 
locomotive fireman, cut off my mustache, 
and wore blue glasses to hide my features 
so that I managed to. get on. board a 
cargo steamer at Vera Cruz for Colon, 
and afterward to reach Cuba.”

BRYAN HAS NOT ACTED 
XICAN POLICY 








ON 
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Wilson's Course Has Yet Been 
Extended, He Says. 


Some Word of Commendation for' 


Protection of Americans May Have 
Been Sent to the Ambassador. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March ‘7.—Has Secre- 
jtary of State Bryan ‘commended or in- 
dorsed the part played by the United 
States Ambassador at the City of Mexico, 
Henry Lane Wilson? This question puz- 
zles @ good many persons-in Washington 
to-night. That some sort of action ap- 
proaching the significance of an, indorse- 
ment of Mr. Wilson has been taken is 
known on the authority of a high official 
of the State Department. While this 
Statement was not a formal announce- 
ment it came with such trustworthiness 
that it must be accepted. 

The statement is made. at a time when 
the Anbassador is being accused of hav- 


ing Plotted with Gen. fluerta for the over- 

throw of Madero, of being a party to the 
coup that began with the assassination of 
the constitutional President of Mexico and 
of showing undue and unseemly haste to 
bring about the recognition of the new 
Provisional. Government. When it was 
asked at the State Department to-day if 
any notice would be taken of these 
eharges or if an inquiry would be made 
of the Ambassador as to the foundation 
for them, the reply was made that no 
such inquiry had been or would be made, 
and that, in fact, Ambassador Wilson had 
been commended by the present Secretary 
of State for his course. 

When Secretary Bryan was asked if 
Ambassador Wilson had received the in- 
dorsement of the Administration or of the 
department, he said that no such an- 
nouncement had heen made, and when 
such an indorsement was extended there 
would be an announceinent of the fact. 
The use of the word ‘‘indorsement,” giv- 
ing rise to the suggestion that instead of 
indorsing the department had commended 
what Mr. Wilson has done, Col. Bryan 
said that that would amount to the same 
Hing. and that it was not the fact, and 
if it were it would have been made the 
subject of an announcement. 

It was :further explained by Secretary 
Bryan that to use the word ‘indorse”’ 
would be too sweeping, and to use the 
word “ disapprove’ would also be too 
sweeping. The mystery, therefore, re- 
mains unsolved as to what the new ad- 
ministration has actually done in connec- 
tion with Ambassador Wilson. It-is be- 
lieved, however, that Mr. Wilson’s entire 
course during recent events has not been 
approved by the new Administration, and 
if anything he has done has been com- 
mended it is rather some_ particular 
achievement during the ten days of an- 
archy in the City of Mexico. 

The most distinct thing that Mr. Wilson 
achieved was the protection of American 
citizens as far as he had opportunity and 
power to do so. That his relation to Gen- 
Huerta and Gen. Blanquet is approved 
is very much doubted, 

As to our genera! policy in Mexico, this 
announcement was made by Assistant 
Secretary of State Huntington Wilson: 

The Secretary of State has not had time to 
make any thorough investigation of Mexican 
affairs and the department has consequently 
absolutely no comment to make to-day on 
any phase of that situation,

- LONDON, March 7.—Olive Wharry, 
the pretty young suffragettes who was 
arrested in; connection with the Kew 
Gardens outrage, to-day appeared in 
the Old Bailey and pleaded not guilty. 
She apparehtly regarded the proceed- 
ings as a joke. The Judge in summing 
up said: ° © , 

“Not very long ago it would have 
been unthinkable that a well-educated 
young woman could have committed.a 
crime like this, and one would have 
heard appeals to juries to acquit her 
on the ground that it was inconceiv- 
able that she could have committed 
such a crime. Unfortunately, however, 
Women as a class have forfeited any 
presumption in their favor of that 
kind. We unfortunately know that 
well-educated and well-brought up wo- 
men have committed these crimes, and 
consequently it is impossible for us to 
approach these cases from the stand- 
point that we should have approached 
them from only a few years ago.” 

Miss Wharry said that she had se- 
rious \charges to make against the 
doctor and other officials at Holloway 
Jail, who had treated her and Miss 
Lenton, who was arrested with her, 
with “brutal carelessness.” 

“Tt is not fair,’ interrupted the 
Judge, “to make charges against 
people who are not here to defend 
themselves.” PER

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TURKEY THREATENED 
WITH CIVIL WAR 


Liberals Plotting Violent Recap- 
ture of Power—Young 
Turks Divided. 


FOOD PRICES. ARE TREBLED 


Severe Cold Adds. to Distress—Z ver 
Bey Flies Over Positions 97 
Bulgarian Army. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Telegrapb 
to The New York Times, 
LONDON, Saturday, March 8.—Con- 
stantinoplé dispatches indicate the Pos- 
sibility of a civil war in Turkey over 
the question of making. peace. The 
Young Turk Committee is divided in 
its councils, and the Liberal Party is 
plotting a violent recapture of power. 
‘Only the politicians and soldiers, how- 
ever, are interested. The mass of the 
people is utterly indifferent to political 
changes or the question of peace,or 
war, and is occupied with the problem 
of keeping alive during the bitterly cold 
weather, with food’ prices trebled. 


Enver Bey’s latest activities, accord- 
ing to The Daily Mail’s Constantinople 
correspondent, are in aeroplaning. He 
has been making flights with a German 
airman over the Bulgarian positions 
along the Tchatalja lines. Severe 
weather prevails there and in the Gal- 
lipoli Peninsula. Official reports place 
the mortality at 10 per cent. and the 
Sikeness at 25 per cent. 


LONDON, March 7.—King George to-day 
received Hakki Pasha, the former Turk- 
ish Grand Vizier. Sir Edward Grey, the 
FPritish Foreign Minister, presented him. 

The reply of the allies to the powers’ 
offer of mediation in the war in Southeast- 
ern Europe is still awaited. It is asserted 





in diplomatic quarters that the allies in no 
case will consent to anything in the nature 
of submitting any quéstions: to arbitra- 
tion, even if they should be willing to ac- 
cept European mediation. According to 
a report current in Sofia the reply of the 
allies will be handed to the powers on 
Monday, and will enumerate their peace 
sg including a demand for an indem- 
nity. 

No news whatever was received from 
the theatre of war to-day. It is stated 
that the Greeks captured 105 guns around 
Yanina, including thirty-five siege pieces. 


ATHENS, March 7.—The Greek military 
authorities assert that they have 78,450 
Turkish prisoners, including the troops 
who surrendered at Yanina, in their 
hands. while 20,000 others are surrounded 
at various places. 3 

As an additional reason for demanding 
an indemnity from Turkey, -the Greek 
Government points out that the main- 
tenance of ‘the prisoners already has in- 
volved the’expenditure of $1,000,000. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 7.—Fifty 
Arab soldiers belonging to the Turkish 
regiments guarding the Peninsula of Gal- 
lipoli and the Dardanelles Straits were 
shot to-day as an example to the others. 
Most of the men guarding the lines in this 
district have been brought from the warm 
climates of Asia Minor, and have become 
mutinous owing to the extreme cold, They 
declare that they are too numbed to fight. 


GENEVA, March 7.—The. Servian Gov- 
ernment to-day negotiated a loan of $t,- 
000,000 at 714 per cent. interest with a 
Swiss banking group. The money is to.be 
repaid within three months after the sig- 
nature of peace between the Balkan allies 
and Turkey.

Writes That Violence After Gar- 
ment Settlement Must Be

NO. PICKETING ALLOWED 


Letter to a Citizen Advises Him to 
Take Out Summonses for 
Law Violators. 


Mayor Gaynor wrote to Police Commis- 
sioner Waldo yesterday asking that he 
proceed, vigorously to suppress acts of 
lawlessness following the recent garment 
makers’ strike. The Mayor pointed out 
that the strike was at an end and that 
it was not strikers who committed the 
acts of violence. This is his letter: 

City of New ‘York, Office of the Mayor. 
March 7, 1913. 

Sir: I call your especial attention to’ acts 
of lawlessness and wiolence which need to be 
put down by the police at all hazards at 
once. For. many weeks there has been a 
strike on in the garment making trade. That 
strike was settled one week ago by the em- 
ployers and the labor unions. As soom a5 
such settlement was reached Thomas A. 
Rickert, General President of the . United 
Garment Workers of America, officialiy de- 
clared the strike at an end, and directed al) 
employes to go back to work. This has been 
attested by Mr. Rickert and the representa- 
tive of the employers’ side, who have ap-, 
peared before me, The settlement conceded 
practically ail the demands of the employes. 
They did thereupon go back to work. But 
lawless persons have continued to hover 
around the factories and .workshops ever 
since, and they are indulging in acts of 
lawlessness and violence. Two places have 
been shattered by bombs thrown by them, 
and last evening Mr. Kohn of the Washing- 
ton Clothing Company, at 10 Astor Place, 
was knocked down and grievously battered 
and wounded by these lawless people after 
leaving his place of business for the day. 
This condition of things is intolerable, These 
people are not engaged in any strike. ‘They 
whe come 
forward when there are strikes and dis- 
orders and commit all sorts of violence. Let 
them be dispersed. Let them not linger near 
these factories and places of business on the 
score that they are peaceful pickets. They 
are not pickets. The strike is at an end. 
They are lawless characters to whom no 
leniency whatever is due. See that they are 
not permitted to approach any of these 
factories and places of business. And: let 
them be arrested if they commit any un- 
lawul act. Very truly yours.

Men Still Out Say They Are Afraid 
to Return. 


Harry D. Cohen, Treasurer of the 
Washington Company, 10 Astor Place, 
was, at his home yesterday suffering 
from a fractured nose. He was hit in the 
face and knocked down on leaving his, 
factory Thursday, and his assailant es- 
caped before he could be recognized. 

At the factory of Alfred Benjamin & 
Co. it was said that many of’the striking 
employes told the firm that they were 
willing to return to work but were afraid 
to. do so. Their homes instead of the fac- 
tories were picketed, it was said. 

Col. Michael J, Reagan of the State 
Board of Mediation and Arbitration, 
which took the first steps toward bring- 
ing about the strike. settlemenf, had a 
conference: yesterday. with President 
Thomas A. Rickert of the union.. Tbe 
officers of the union promised to advise 
the strikers who are still out to return to 
work. President Rickert estimated that 
‘the number. out was about 5,000 or 6,000. 
One difficulty, he said, was that a num- 
ber of the strikers could not get their old 
jobs back when they reported for work. 


An effort will be made to rectify this. 
Miss Rose Blank of the Women’s Trade 
Union League, who is in charge of the 
movement of the United Hebrew 
Trades to raise money for the strik- 
ers, said last evening that the 
strike would be kept up until they 
got the fifty-hour week and recognition 
of the union. She said that Presideut 
Rickert of the United Garment Workers 
had greatly underestimated the number 
of persons still out.and that those at work 
under settlements had agreed to aid the 
strikers financially until they won their 
demands.

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A SMALL COMNEL 


Large City Boards Like Our Al- 
dermen Have Proved Failures, 
He Tells Schoolboy Debater. 


SMALL BODIES WORKABLE 


It Is Also Possible to Get Good Mem- 
bers for Them—Aldermen Will 
Soon Disappear, He Predicts.

In a letter te an Oklahoma schoolboy 
named Hubert Smith, who wanted some 
arguments to use in a debate on the com- 
mission: form of ‘Government, Mayor 
Gaynor said yesterday that a city could 
be governed better by a small council 
than a-large one, like the Board of Al- 
dermen in New York City, for instance, 
In a few years, the Mayor predicted, the 
Aldermen us now. constituted would be 
done away with entirely. This is the 
Mayor’s letter: 


Office of the Mayor, 
March 6, 1913. 

Dear Sir:.- Your letter asks me to help 
you out in a debate in your high school by 
giving you reasons for and against the 
proposition ‘‘ that all cities having 10.000 or 
more population should have a commission 
form of government. re In the first place, 
the phrase “ “commission form of govern- 
ment is lgose. It has no scientific or ac- 
curate meaning. What you mean is whether 
a city should be governed by ‘a small council 
or a large one, Why, therefore, not .say so 
in so many words? There is no city in this 
country being governed by a commission. 

When , Galveston was destroyed by flood 
the Legislature passed an act creating a 
cominission to govern that city. That is the 
only case of a city being put in char ‘ge of a 
commission that I know of. But the courts 
declared the. act unconstitutional and. void. 
Some cities are ruled by a large elected 
council, called the Board of Aldermen, 
the Common. Council, That was formerly 
the case with all the cities in this country. 
But of late years the tendency has been to 
substitute a small elected council or board 
for the large one. Some people inaccurately 
cajl this small; council or board- a commis- 
sion, It is not a commission. 

I have no objection to give you my 
opinion in respect of whether the large 
council or the small one gets the hetter re- 
sults in city government. I think the small 
one does, 
failures in this country. Their membership 
is poor, whereas in the smal council vou can 
get a good inembership. And the smal! coun- 
ci! is also more workable, It Jis not subject 
to so many delays as the large council,

Here in this city we have 
seventy-three, called the Board of Aldermen, 
and a small council of elght, called the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 


portant council business of the city. The 
large council has been shorn of nearly all 
of its powers. They have heen transferred 
to the smial] council. In a’ few years our 
large council will probably be done away 
with altogether. It is very hard to get 
anything out of it. There are some ex- 
ceedingly good men in it, and others who are 
not so good, to say the least I ovght to sav. 

Lest you be too certain of small conncils, 
let me remind you that the great Tweed 
frauds were committed in this city by a sm1ll 
board or council. And if you look about the 
country now I should not be surprised if 
you found dishonest and incompetent gov- 
ernment here and there under small council<. 
No form of Government, however good, will 
secure good government. That depends upon 
the men put into office. Devise as you 
will, contrive as you will in forming instru- 
ments of government and laws, in the last 
analysis you have to trust somebody. Gov- 
ernment depends more on men than on laws. 
Good men will give good government e¥en 
with bad laws, but bad. men will not give

Child Industry Conference -$9 
Minimum Living Wage for Girls. 


The Rev. Brother Barnabas, head of the 
Lineoln -Agricultural School, a Cathioli¢ 
institution at Lincolndale, N. Y., furnished 
the stir at the first.day’s conference on. 
Industrial and Vocational Training for 
‘Boys and Giy!s in Inistitutions, held yester- 
| day in the Assembly Room in the Metro- 
| politan Life Buliding, 
| Leon C. Faulkner, "pustitaaidl manager, 
}of the George Junior. Republic Associa~ 
tion,’ Freeville, N. Y¥,, the last speaker, 
had for his subject “ The Industrial De~ 
Partment as a-Source of Income."’ Mr. 
Faulkner told how a profit was Made out 
of the work of the boys, and how diffi- 
culties in obtaining a market for the 
products had been overcome, Out of 
twelve factories, he said; there had been 
&n income last year of §4,000, He de- 
scribed the methods by which the tn 
come was derived and the branches of 
i werk performed.: If the day’s labor of a 
‘boy falls belew.a certain figure, a very 
small .one, he is treated as a vagrant 
until he shows a willingness to ‘work.’ 

When the discussion of ‘the “subject 
| opened, T. P. S. Wilson, manager of the 
| Boys’ Industrial Home of ‘Williamsport, 
| Penn., told the story of his institution. 
; When it- started “fifteen years’ ago, he 
| said,. there was practically nothing in the 
| treasury. Now the plant -is* worth $37,+ 
500, It all came. from: the labor of tig 
; boys.. He said they put up a $21,000 build- 
/ ing, and all but 2,000 was paid for Dy: 
the boys. 

Among the industries conddicted are a 
{bakery shop that suppHes 500 loaves ‘oft 
bread a day to the citizens, and a laundry’ 
i that makes‘a weekly profit of $125. There! 
jis also an automobile repair shop, It'is 
the object of the home, he added, to com- 
pete with the local tradesmen by turni ngs 
lout good work. 

Jt was when Mr. Wilson sat. down that: 
Brother Barnabas got the. floor. .Ho 
wanted to know what things were coming" 
to, saying that ‘the. working of boys for: 
a profit was a step backward. 

“Tt is a step backward.” he saidj as! 
he gained. the floor in front of the plat- 
form, “when we take those who. aré- not: 
able to support. themselves and make- 
them support us. Surely if they are able 
{O support others they ‘are able to jgo: out, 
| into the community where they cah work 
for themselves. The minute that’ a boy; 
is self-supporting his | place is in Society 
and in a good home.”’ 


Institutions as Factories, : 
By this time ¢very one in the rooni jvas 
leaning forward and there was silence. 
“If a boy is, to make products for the 
market,” continued. Brother: Barnabas, 


“let us. educate him and rehabilitate him 
-and turn him out to make his way. >We 
are fighting factories in the ‘home and 
are we to have home factories?” :

Mr. Faulkner, ‘‘as wanting to use the 
employment of children for profit: then I 
have been mistaken. I believe that if the 
work a boy does can be put. to practical 
use it is well to do so. But T beliéve that 
when a boy is self-supporting and is no 
longer a menace to society it is; i to, our 
advantage to let hint go out frou the é int 

stitution.”’

Boards of Directors of institutions. He 
said he had seen Directors who had served 
too long. The Boards of Directors should 
be told. he said., that the institution is a 
little community in itself. It should be 
made an ideal social organization. The 
public schools. he said, could,be nothing; 
more than co-operative agencies. He’ 
added: 

“The Directors should realize that de- 
pendent children need a system that will 

make them less dependent. We shold 
not raise up children as we would raise 
up ehickens. They stuff chickens for the 
market. It increases their weight, but it 
makes them more dependent.» It is noth-’ 
ing to have money, dociors, nurses.

THE BEST AND THE WORST ABOUT 
DR. FRIEDMANN. 
The test made on Thursday by Dr. 
FRIEDRICH F. FRIEDMANN of his “ vac- 
cine” for tuberculosis in an east side 
hospital was not sufficient to warrant 
the expression of a scientific opinion. 
Very evidently, the German doctor suf- 
fered from stage fright, as might well 
be the case when every motion that he 
made encountered quick and searching 
criticism. It was quite proper that he 
should select cases suffering from tu- 
berculosis in its incipient stages, since, 
as is well known, the later stages of 
the disease are often complicated by 
other ailments. Should his “ vaccine” 
be successful, the ‘tuberculin reaction 
would show it as surely in these in- 
cipient cases as .n later stages of the 
disease. The‘ doctor should not have 
used a faulty hypodermic syringe, and 
he should have shown more familiarity 
with the procedure of injection; but 
long years of laboratory work, it is ex- 
plained; have put him out of touch with 
hospital practice. In fact, no convinc- 
ing criticism was made to justify the 
epithet of “faker” hurled at him by 
one of the more excitable physicians 
who witnessed the operation. The ques- 
tion which puzzles the saner membérs 
of Dr. _FRIEDMANN’S profession is, “ Why 
“ has he come to this country to demon- 
* strate his ‘cure ’—if it is a.cure?”

We have never heard any one say 
that it is the duty. of the American 
Ambassador at the Court of St.. James's 
to exert any influence at.all, personally 
OF as a representative of. this country, 
to uphold the British Government or 
Governments that may—be in power 
during his term of office. We have 
never heard any accusations of neglect 
of duty against either GovVERNEUR 
MorRRis .or JAMES: MoNROE because of 
certain goings oh in France while they 
were American Ministers there in the 
few years after 172. It was’ in no 
sense a part of the duty of our Ambas- 
sador-te Mexico, Henry LANE WILson, 
either to protect or to oppose the Ma- 
‘dero Government: He was in opposition 
-to. it, as a representative. of-the Gov- 
ernment at Washigton, only whén the 
rights of American‘residents were not 
récognized at thé ‘National Palace and 
when the notes of protest from the 
State Department at Washington were 
slightingly received. During the nine 
days of cannonading in the streets of 
Mexico City the Ambassador was work- 
ing night and day for the safety of his 
compatriots.. He has filled an onerous 
post with distinguished ability and un- 
tiring zeal. 

Efforts are making to induce the new 
Administration at Washington to as- 
sume a hostile attitude toward the Pro- 
visional Government in Mexico and to 
condemn Ambassador ‘WILSON because 
he has labored to preserve amicable re- 
Jations. Some newspapers of wide cir- 
culation seem to have lent themselves 
to this mischievous-work, and the pres- 
enve in this city of the widow and sister, 
the father and uncle of the ex-Presi- 
dent of the republic, who was assas- 
sinated, will inevitably help. to increase 
whatever measure of animosity may 
have been already aroused here against 
our stricken sister republic. What 
these persons say will be printed, for it 
is news. They have real grievances. 
We would not print one word to in- 
crease the sorrow ‘of the afflicted family 
or to discountenance their expression 
of it.

COUNTRY CATS USEFUL. 


Bill Requiring Licenses Might ‘Defeat 
Its Own Purpose. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Assemblyman .Gatright’s. bill, referred-to in 
a special published in THr Times, proposes 
to reduce the number of cats jin rural. districts 
to a dangerous minimum. The bill provides 
that all cats not decorated with a $1 license 
tag shall be destroyed, and-that any cat 
owner keeping an unlicensed and yndecorated 
eat shall be deemed guilty of disorderly con- 
duct, and subject to a fine of $10 or imprison- 
ment for ten days. 

The ostensible object of the bill is the pro- 
téction of song birds, which occasionally furnish 
a cat dinner. To the immature person who 
does not habitually reason, and who is in the 
habit of generalizing from one fact, pussy’s 
liking for birds is quite sufficient to condémn 
both itself and its owner, but thinking people, 
even if they are bird lovers—as I believe all 
thinking people must be—should be reminded 
that cats are not exclusively bird eatets, and 
that other articles. that appear upon their 
daily menu are rats, field mice, squirrels, 
and other pests that the farmer and near- 
countryman would otherwise have hard work 
to dispose of. 

Does the proposer of this Pussy Cat ‘pill 
know that one of the greatest enemies a song 
bird can have is the. red squirrel and that 
the one foe that can touch the red squirrel is 
the cat? If he does not know it, some real 
hature Student and bird lover should tell him 
that.it is*the habit of the-red squirrel to kill 
the young birds in the nests and that without 
the cats the number of song birds around our 
houses wotild probably be Jess then they are. 

How about our clover fields? The field 
mice are enemies in ‘the clover field, and -a 
cat to each acre will not more than suffice 
té6 keep them dowh, Must.the. farmer either 
pay. $20 in cat licenses,. if he .has twenty 
acres of clover, or pay $200 in fines or go to 
prison for two hundred days? 

Does this sapient proposer .of hysterical leg- 
islation- understand that we can have no clover 
without bees, and that the cats are largely 
responsible for ‘keeping down bee enemies? 
Does he know anything at all about natural 
history, except that it is a fad—e very. a 
fad—much affected*by young women of bo 
sexes?

_Misiani was arrested with Cincotto 
on the night of Murch 4, 1910, at Sack- 
ett and Van Brunt Streets, Brooklyn, 
when they approached the spot named 
in the two letters received by’ Caruso, 
where he was directed to place the 
blackmail money. The singer and four 
detectives were there. and after the 
defendants were seen to walk past the 
spot three times and ane of them 
stooped to pick up a ‘decoy package 
of marked bills the detectives ar- 
rested them. Misiani was convicted, 
and is now in Sing Sing. 

Two letters which the singer re- 
ceived from the blackmajilers were 
identified by him. He said that when 
he received them he handed them over 
to the police. The first letter, received 
by the singer on March i, 1910, read: 
“Signor Caruso: To-morrow at the hour 
of 2 you will be stopped by a boy, and 
you must deiiver to him $15,000.. Think 
well and do not say anything to any- 
body.

The second letter received. by Carusg on 
March 4, 1910, read:

| O’DONNELL CASE TO SEABURY 


Strong Ready for Murder. Trial, but 
Seeks Court’s Opinion. 


After considering for some time how 
| best ‘to dispose of the case of Michdel 
O'Donnell, recently- discharged from 
Matteawan as cured of insanity, As- 
‘sistant District Attorney Strong yes- 
;terday decided to subniit the question 
to Justice Seabury in. the Criminal 
| Branch of the Supreme, Court. ; 

The facts in connection with O’Don- 
nell’s case go back to 1888, when he 
was convicted of hol ing up a saloon 
at 410 East Sixty-fourth Street, and 
was sentenced to thirty years in Sing 
Sing by Justice Martin in the Su- 
preme Court. After serving ten years 
of this term-his brother, James. O’Don- 
nell, confessed that he had committed 
the crime. James died shortly after} 
the confession and Gov. Black par- 
doned Michael. 

O’Donnell then returned to this city 
and on Oct. 24, 1899, he stabbed. and 
killed Charles Scanlon in a barroom at 
First Avenue and Forty-second Street. 
He was placed on-trial for this crime 
the same year and put up the defense 
of insanity. A commission was then 
appointed and he was declared insane 
and sent to Matteawan. The commis- 
sion did not say whether he was in- 
sane when the crime was committed 
and when he was-declared sane he was 
brought back for trial. 

While at Matteawan O’Donnell, on 
several occasions, attacked his keepers. 
One of these attacks took place last 
fall. While imprisoned there he man- 
aged to escape with Oliver C. Perry, 
a notorious train robber, and Frank 
Davis,.a criminal well known to the 
police forty years ago. O’Donnell was 
captured again, however, and remand- 
ed to the State Asylum.for the Crimimal

TAS FLOWED OUT 


Shipments Beginning with the 
First of the Year Are Still On 
—$4,000,000 Yesterday. 


GERMANY IS DRAWING COIN 


Urgent Need of Funds There—Prus- 
sian and Imperial Loans Haven't 
/ Gone Well. 





Gold in bars and coin to the extent of 
$5,935,000, of which $8,433,000 was en- 
gaged yesterday by foreign bankers, will | 
be shipped on to-day’s steamers to Paris, 
Berlin and Buenos Aires. The heavy 
buying ‘movement of the week brings the 
total of gold exported from this country 
since the first of the year up to nearly 
$35,000,000. Argentina received more than 
$21,000,000 of the whole in coin, chiefly 
for the account. of Paris bankers, who 
have been meeting obligations ~entered 
upon in the course of commercial trans- 
actions by drawing upon our gold. The 
remaining $14,000,000 was largely in bars 
sent to Paris direct, although a part of it 
is supposed to have been taken for Berlin 
through French channels. 

It was announced late on Thursday that 
Lazard Freres had engaged $2,000,000 in 
bars, The transactions reported yester- 
day ‘included $1,350,000 by the Hanover 
National Bank, $750,000 by the Anglo- 
South American Bank, $500,000 by the 
Guaranty Trust Company, $485,000 by 
Goldman, Sachs & Co.; $400,000 by the 
National City Bank; $200,000 by the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, and $250,000 
by Hallgarten & Co. 

In addition to these engagements others 
of a tentative nature for the French and 
German money markets were reported in 
financial circles, and it is expected, from 
the trend of interest and discount rates 
abroad, that additional large shipments 
will occur next week. German bankers 
have been especially active in bidding for 
gold, and the fact that they are urgent 
in seeking loans here on a'$% per cent. 
‘asis is indicative of the stress 
under which the German market is labor- 
ing at this, time. 

The tightness of money at the German 
capital was especially impressed upon 
local'bankers by the receipt of news that 
the Prussian and Imperial loans, aggre- 
gating $137,000,000 all told, received a dis- 
couraging reception in the way of sub- 
scriptions. The subscription lists closed 
yesterday both in Berlin and in this city, 
and dispatches from the German city 


stated that/ while the Prussian Pon Sona 
4 per cent. loan and the $12,500,000 Im- 
perial 4 per cent. loan had been’ slightly 
more than over-subscribed, the $100,000;000 
Treasury loan had to be taken in large 
part by the underwriting banks. 

The $500,000 gold engagement by the 
Guaranty Trust Company was taken for 
Berlin, and was the first shipment made 
from this centre to tae German market 
since the Spring of 1908, when $17,850,000 
was drawn from New York. The pur- 
chase wags in coin. and bankers consid- 
ered that the fact that coin instead of 
bars was called for denoted’the great 
need of the Germans for -funds, as -the 
contract was probably made at a high 
cost, There was included in the total 
taken for the Huropean markets $200,000 
for Bejaium, for the account of a mer- 
cantile house in Brussels. 


PRAISE HARVESTER TRUST. 


Batch of Defense Witnesses. Testify 
in Government Suit. 


OMAHA, Neb., March 7.—A variety of 
witnesses, dealers, farmers, newspaper 
men, undertakers, and general merchan- 
dise merchants, all Connected in various 
ways with the sale or purchase of har- 
vesting machinery were on the stand to- 
day. in the defense of the International 
Harvester Company in the Government 
suit for alleged violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law.

BOOM IN DRY GOODS. 


Demand Brisk in Every Branch— 
Bulgarian Effects in New Styles. 


Special to The New York Times, 

CHICAGO, Ill, March 7.—Marshall 
Field & Co., in their weekly review of the 
dry goods trade, say: 

“Demand is pressing in practically 
every branch of the dry goods business. 
Sales show -an improvement over last 
week as well as over the corresponding 
week a year ago: Large orders have 
been received from our representatives on 
the road and retailers are experiencing 
an unusually advanced Spring business as 
a result of an early Easter. 

‘“‘ Bulgarian effects stand out as a most 
prominent feature of Spring styles in the 
various lines. of dress materia's and ac- 
cessories. These colorings are wanted in 
laces, silk: ribbons, dress trimmings and 
wash dress goods. 

“ Business is excellent in wash dress 
fabrics and merchants are buying finer 
and higher-priced goods than for many 
seasons. A special item of much interest 
is a silk-striped. voile ranging in price 
to retail from twenty-five to fifty -cents 
per yard. Piques or welts are in favor, 
and are very adaptable for the present 
vogue of coat and skirt suits. Many re- 
orders are being received for dress ging- 
hams, indicating that these. goods will 
continue in popularity.”’ 


COMMERCIAL PAPER SCARCE. 


Tariff S-ems to Keep Merchants from 
‘ Borrowing—Banks Don’t Want It. 


So far as reflected by the present 
gupply of commercial paper in finan- 
cial circles of: this city, business in 
yarious parts of the country is not 
over active. Few merchants appear 
anxious at this time to finance heavy 
buying, tariff. possibilities and uncer- 
tainties causing them to show con- 
servatism in, tne matter of covering 
future needs. ’ :

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FRIENDLY ADJUSTMENTS. 


Credit Men's Association ‘Working 
for Them to Help Business. 


The National Association of Credit 
Men is taking a firm stand in\ favor 
of the adjustment of involved estates 
out of court. There is said to be a 
steadily growing demand for this kind 
of settlement, which, in a recent gen- 
eral letter to the members of the. as- 
sociation, was discussed as follows: 

“One of the most successful credit 
men in 
that, with all. the progress that has 
been made in. getting together in ex- 
changing credit information, little 
real progress has been made, except 
in a few States, in adjusting credit 
breakdowns. There are none but will 
admit the soundness of the principle 
of friendly adjustments where fraud, 
with its complications, has not en- 
tered. The trouble is, as this man 
says, creditors give their tottering ac- 
counts unconditionally to. collection 
agencies who needlessly force estates 
into bankruptcy twiough they would 
yield. far better returns to creditors if 
otherwise handled. It can only be con- 
cluded that in such cases the possible 
fee is the great incentive to the 
agency’s action. ; 

“Quite as ‘frequent 
trouble is the fact that one or a 
smail group of creditors refrain from 
entering a friendly adjustment with 
the’ expectation that they will be 
bought out in-.order to avoid bank- 
ruptcy proceedings and that they will 
thus gain that preferential position 
over other creditcrs, the demoralizing 
influence of which largely brought 
about national bankruptcy legislation. 

“Credit grantors should be alert to 
the situation and recognize that the 
next step in orderly progress in better- 
ing credit conditions is the cultiva- 
tions of friendly adjustments.”

Complaints Heard of Underselfing 
Services and, Taking. Commissions. 


Complaint is heard in local. dry goods 
circles: regarding some of the practices 
of resident buyers in getting new ac- 
counts. Competition in this branch of 
the trade is getting very keen, and, ac- 
cording to one of the best known buyers 
in the city, serious results will follow the 
continuance of présent policies of some 
houses. Discussing the subject yester- 
day, he said: 

“There are two.things that should. be 
eliminated if this business of represent- 
ing out-of-town firms is to continue legit- 
imate and profitable. The first is buying 
on commission, a thing done principally 
by. the newer .and less experienced 
houses, and the second is underselling the 
services of another house. On the latter’ 
point it can be said truthfully that some 
buyers are going to firms already repre- 
sented here and offering to buy their 
goods for them for several hundred dol- 
lars. less a year than their present buy- 
ers are charging. In somé cases buyers 
are asking as low as $100 a year for local 
representation. While this may seem a 
fine thing for the out-of-town retailers, 
in reality it is not. A hundred dollars 
will buy only $100 worth of service, nof 
matter what the buyer may have argued 
to the contrary when trying to get the 
account. At the present time several 
times that sum will do no more than get 
deskroom ‘in a corner of an office and 


assure the home buyer a place to get his 
mail when he comes to New York. Buy- 
ers who will undersell their services will 
jcertainiy underdo their work; and retain- 
‘ers who believe differently will find 
‘themselves in a bad position some day 
when they least expect it. 

“Retailers who are foolish enough to 
demand or fall for the commission pay~ 
ment scheme are doing themselves out of 
‘considerable money. If a buyer gets 5 
per cent. commission on all.the goods he 
buys for a certain store he is certainly 
going to get 5 per cent. more from. the 
manufacturer he buys. from. Knowing 
how, when, and where to get goods is the 
most valuable asset in this business, and 
5 per cent. is not pay enough to make up 
for uncovering your hand. Consequently 
the retailers who pay buyers on commis- 
sion afe really paying double what they 
think they are for the service; for the 
manufacturer is certainly going to in- 
clude his commissions to the buyer in the 
charge for the goods. This not only hap- 
pens on the original order, but on all the 
duplicates, so far as the buyer can trace 
them. Duplicate orders always count 
most, and the retailers sometimes ‘for- 
get’ to place them through the buyer 
who purchased the original. bill.
